PROGRAM OF WORK 


Our Paramount Responsibility 


The first task.of every one of us, and of every branch, is to 


take an active part in preventing. the NEXT war— by building 
now and continuously. a “new world order” based on justice and 
goodwill. This reqmres the intelligent solving of both national 
and international problems, of both political and economic de- 
mocracy, 


For creating this new world, action is three-fold: 
1, ‘Reforming; now —by increasing the freedom and 
justice and democracy in the United States. 

2. Preparing; now— to meet the emergency conditions 
when hostilities cease. 

3. Planning, now —for national cooperation in a durable 
peace, which means for a new world order including 
international government. 

This is our task.and our program. Every branch should’ 


: have either a study group on world organization or do some 
specific. work whith creates the foundation for a democratic 
_ international society, or —- and preferably — both.

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SUPPLEMENT A: ARMISTICE 


~ 


I. Nature of needs to be met by armistice action: 
'| A. Whetiter the armistice is long or short, the needs to be 
met will be immense and immediate. 

1. LAW AND ORDER must be set up. Armies of 
occupation will leave and exile governments may not 
all be able to return. Revolutionary chaos_ must be 

avoided. 
‘2. FOOD will be urgently —— to avoid great starv- 
ation. The shortage will be partly due to food 
surpluses being in the wrdng places; South America, 
United States, et al. When these surpluses are 
rushed into Europe the ordinary economic pattern 
will be utterly dislocated; international control is 
the only: possible solution to this pane (Geneva 
nutrition studies important). 

3. TRANSPORT will present a great problem. 

ordination of ALL shipping facilities might be 


necessary. 

4. HEALTH. Seriotis epidemics will arise, cordon 
sanitaire will be needed to stop plague expansion, 
vitamins and other medical supplies will be needed. 
These functions’can be carried out only -by inter- 
national commission. 

5. PRISONERS of War and other displaced millions 
(refugees) will have to be moved; the problem re- 
quires international control. 

6. CURRENCIES are now coordinated by Berlin or 
London; when either of these controls is broken, 
special steps will have to be taken to prevent ° 
collapse. 

7. RAW. MATERIALS will an urgent prob- 
lem of access and distribution. 


8. INTERNATIONAL PLANNING OF PUBLIC 
WORKS arpears to be necessary in order to meet 
the problem of demobilization of men and industry. 

B. The only adecuate method of meeting these needs is 
by international action. _ 

1. Much expert study will be required before these 
commissions function. Some of it is already 
being carried out. ° 

2. If generously carried out, this form cf international 
coopération can prepare the way for a good peace by: 
a. initiating economic: collaboration. 

b. obliging pelitical collaboration ona wider base, 
outside the foreign offices. 
II. Need to gain pu>lic support for armistice action:' 
wee Broad popular understanding of principles of peace- 
making ‘collabc ration.is necessary. 

B. The peace organizations ought to serve as the instru- 
ments for preparing such public opinion. 

Peace organizctions might also assume the initiative 
in organizing tre further expert studies needed. 
III. Method of channeling’ public’ opinion: 

A. Cooperating peace groups agree on a body of wis 
ciples basic to the policy of Armistice action. 

B. Committees should be set up by this cooperative group 
in 25 key cities of a country. 

C. These local communities should study principles of 
armistice action and prepare detailed an for pybli- 
cizing these principles, each in its own community. 

D. The, minute the shooting 
when reliable forecasts of armistice appear 
committee launches its local publicity drive. These 
the immediate community into the surrounding area, 
state or group of states. 


SUPPLEMENT B: WESTERN HEMISPHERE 
(Suggested by Heloise Brainerd) 


Latin America in a more or less serious way. Our members 
should certainly do so, not because it is popular but because we 
have an unparalleled opportunity to influence popular thinking 
in the U. S. and contribute to making our inter-American policy 
a TRULY COOPERATIVE AND PERMANENT ONE. Let 
us therefore encourage a real study of the basic ECONOMIC... 
AND SOCIAL ACTORS, leaving to others the purely cultural 
phases, These factors directly and indirectly influence the life 
of millions in Latin Amerita, and in dealing with them we come 
into touch with Latin America’s finest and most unselfish person- 
alities. There is no way to get acquainted like working together. 


The basis of the plan is to have (A) two or more research 
committees gathering and formulating the information, and (B) 
study groups of our members and others, who will inform them- 
selves under the guidance of the committees. These groups will 
be utilized to carry out any action that seems mare. 


RESEARCH ‘COMMITTEES: There should be one study- 
ing ECONOMIC PROBLEMS AND RELATIONSHIPS, 
working in conjunction with the Latin American Economic 


* Institute of Boston. (which has done excellent work during its 


short period of existence) and similar organizations; and a com- 
inition on SOCIAL PROBLEMS IN LATIN AMERICA, which 
should work in connection with the Labor Department, especially 
the Children’s and Women’s Bureaus which have such splendid

The groups should be encouraged to attend all the institutes, 
congresses, etc., in their neighborhood that deal with Latin 
America, and te work with and draw in members of other. organ- 
izations; keeping, however, closely to the objective of getting 
down to the roots of cooperative living on the.American continent.
